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EMANCIPATION OF SERFS IN RUSSIA, 
To-MORROW morning nearly forty millions of the human family 
who to-night will retire to bed as slaves will rise up free, A 
nation will be born in aday, The 3rd of March, the anni- 
versary of the Emperor of Russia’s accession to the throne, and, 
as it happens also, the Christian day of rest, has been fixed upon, 
we are told by the Indépendance Belge, for the emancipation of 
serfs throughout the Russian empire, This age has not wit- 
nessed a revolution approaching to it in magnitude, The event 
is too vast, both in itself and its issues, to be grasped by the 
most gigantic imagination, It is, moreover, as beneficent as it 
is great. 1t marks, and, for centuries yet to come, it will mark, 
the onward movement of humanity. The emancipation of our 
own slaves in the West India Islands sinks into comparative 
insignificance beside it, The extinction of slavery in the United 
States of America would be dwarfed into small proportions by 
its towering importance. More hearts will be made glad to- 
morrow, more bosoms will throb with deep emotions of gratitude 
and joy, more countenances will beam with the consciousness of 
self-respect, in response to the proclamation of Alexander IL, 
than have ever been similarly and simultaneously effected by a 
single act of authority since the world began,

Serfdom is not an indigenous institution in Russia, It is of 
comparatively modern growth, It has not completed the third 
century of its existence. The Scythian and Slavonian tribes 
which roamed over the vast steppes of Northern Europe a 
thousand years ago knew nothing of it, The Tartars who 
invaded Russia about six hundred years since, and who kept pos- 
session of the country for two centuries and a half, did not bring 
this institution with them, The germ of it was probably 
planted between the beginning and the end of the sixteenth 
century. But it was not before 1599 that it can be said to have 
struck root in the soil, A decree of Boris Godoonoff, brother- 
in-law and Minister of the late Theodore, and who usurped 
the throne when the house of Rurik became extinct, first gave 
legal existence to serfdom in Russia, What were his political 
motives for taking this step are left in obscurity. Some say it was 
meant to conciliate the nobles ; but the conjecture is probably due 
only to the fact that Boris had climbed to the throne by usurpa- 
tion. The decree, whatever may have been its immediate occa- 
sion, may be more plausibly regarded as having expressed a 
political necessity of the country and the times, The territory 
of Russia was so boundless, and its population so limited and 
scattered over its surface, that the organisation of the empire 
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into a political unity must have presented a perplexing problem 
to ‘its rulers, How could small communities, dotting here 
and there the immense breadth of the land, shifting 
to and fro at a day’s notice from one spot to 
another just as the advantages of exchanging an occupied 
for an unoccupied soil might tempt them, be made to 
furnish conscripts for an army, or taxes for a Government, or 
strength of any kind for aruler? There was but one way of 
doing it within view of the political wisdom of the day. It was 
short and direct, but it was despotic. It was to fix these com- 
munities to the soil by 4 system of serfdom—to make their right 
to their own labour dependent upon their labouring three days 
a week for the benefit of a lord and master—to treat them as 
belonging to an estate, binding them to it by indissoluble ties, 
and passing them with it from hand to hand, 

Serfdom, as it now exists in Russia, is the bitter fruit into 
which this germ of compulsory settlement has ripened during 
something less than three centuries, The nobles systematically 
encroached upon the personal rights of their peasantry until 
they had reduced the population to the condition of slaves—for 
slaves unquestionably they are, though, thank God! they will 
cease to be so to-morrow. The power of the landowner over his 
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individual peasants has become all but absolute, He cannot, it 
is true, sell their children, as the whites can do with their 
negroes in the Southern States of America. He cannot separate 
husband and wife. He has never yet sunk into the deep 
infamy of breeding slaves for sale, But he can appropriate 
to himself whatever proportion he chooses of the produce of their 
labour and skill, He can inflict on them any punishment short 
of death or mutilation which his judgment, passions, or caprice may 
dictate, He can let out his domesticserfs on hire to any part of the 
country for any term of years ; can sell them, though not at fairs 
er by public auction; can order or forbid their marriage one with 
another; can subject them at will to any indignity ; and can 
impose upon them the heaviest penalties for daring to bring any 
accusation against him before a legal tribunal, unless it be for 
the crime of high treason. In practice, perhaps, the system 
works more humanely than it looks in theory, But the best and 
most impartial native testimony strongly condemns it as 
barbarous and brutalising. It has been the cause of incessant 
local insurrections, It is detested by the peasantry with an 
intensity of hatred so great that, if it had not been tempered, 
of late years, by hope of approaching emancipation, it would 
have convulsed Russia from one end to another with a servile 
revolution, 

The Romanoff dynasty, now about two hundred and forty 
years old, has always viewed the system of serfdom with dis- 
favour. Not that the Emperors have been necessarily more 
enlightened or more humane than their nobles, but that despotic 
Monarchs attach far less importance to the social distinctions of 
the various grades below them than do their high-born and 
privileged subjects, Half the Imperial Sovereigns of this line 
have indicated more or less desire to emancipate the serfs, They 
have, naturally, aspired to place Russia well in the van of 
European nations, They could not do so whilst the bulk of the 
population consisted of slaves. Besides this, the system placed 
both their army and their exchequer very much in the power of 
a comparative handful of nobles. Latterly, however, the 
interests of the Czars and those of the landowners have been in 
utter antagonism on this question, The emancipation of the 
Crown peasante, upwards of 16,000,000 in number, and their 
settlement into communes with legal rights, could not be effected 
without exciting hopes of freedom in the minds of the land- 
owners’ serfs, and teaching them to look for their realisation in 
the will of the Emperor. His very throne, therefore, may be 
said to have rested on the expectations and the consequent 
affection and devotion of the serf population. They constitute 

the bone, sinew, and muscle of the Russian empire. Under the 
Emperor's guidance they might sweep off the whole body of the 
aristocracy with the utmost ease, And it was plain that they 
would do so if kept much longer in bondage. It became, there- 
fore, the policy of the Crown—it constituted, we may even say 
a vital necessity for it—to put itself at the head of this for- 
midable power, and direct to a beneficent issue what it could 
hardly have confronted without danger of destruction. 

As soon as Alexander II. ascended the throne he pledged 
himself to effect the emancipation of the serfs. That pledge 
placed at his disposal the unbounded loyalty and homage of the 
millions, and, of course, brought within his power the destiny, 
nay, the very existence, of his nobles, He had checkmated them ; 
they could not move; they might protest ; they might pro- 
crastinate; they might attempt evasion; but they could not 
resist- They were in a similar position to the Duke of Wellington 
and his lordly partisans in the Reform hurricane of 1831, What 
are a hundred thousand men, however high their station, or great 
their wealth, or supreme their privileges, in the presence of many 
millions of people headed by their Sovereign? Even his death 
would not now serve them. On the contrary, they have every 
reason for desiring that such a catastrophe may not happen. 
The Emperor's is the only will in the empire capable of restrain- 
ing the ardour of the serfs within safe bounds. His removal 
from the throne, whether by natural malady or by assassination, 
would be the bursting of the only embankment which could 
avail to keep back the threatened inundation. In fact, he wields 
the power of a mighty nation against the privileges of a narrow 
but ennobled class, Most temperate has been his use of it 
hitherto. He let his aristocracy know that he would not suffer 
them to defeat his main purpose, but he invited them to take 
counsel together and freely contribute to him their suggestions 
as to the best mode of effecting it. We are not yet informed of 
the plans which he and his advisers have ultimately adopted. 
We only know that the date of emancipation has been fixed, 
and that the 3rd of March is to witness the extinction of serf- 
dom in Rassia, 

Profound as is our sympathy with the millions who will rejoice 
in the benefit of this enfranchisement, we are not sanguine 
enough to imagine that its first effects will be unmingled good. 
There will be, no doubt, considerable suffering, some excess, and 
no little disappointment, connected with so vast a change. 
Multitudes of the serfs will hardly know how best to turn thei: 
newly-acquired freedom to account, They have not learned any 
of the arts of forethought, nor have they contemplated the re- 
sponsibilities as well as the pleasures of individual liberty. For 
a time many of them may be expected to assume retaliatory 
relations towards their former masters. It will be difficalt, 
perbaps it will be found impossible, to persuade them to pay 
rent to the landowners for the plots on which they are settled ; 
for in Russia the fee of the soil has always been held to be the 
property of the communes, and the exclusive right of ennobled 
proprietors has never been recognised. The predial serfs will 
inevitably regard their holdings as their own property, and 
upon the cultivation of these holdings they will bestow their 
supreme care, What, then, is to become of the aristocratic land- 
owning class? Will they retain more than their own homesteads? 
Are they to receive compensation, or is their income in future to 
be derived from the rents cf their peasantry? We cannot see 
our way through the difficulty as yet. Possibly, the Emperor's 

arrangements may bave secured some adequate resource for the 


landowner whose wealth was in his serfs, and who deprived of 
them will be beggared, But, at present, we can discover no 
satisfactory solution of the problem. It seems to us that the 
class, as such, must very soon disappear, Russia, itis true, will 
have no great reason to bewail the loss of them, for they have 
proved an almost immovable barrier in the way of her national 
development, But the transition to a more natural arrangement 
of the social relations will probably entail upon them severe 
privations and sufferings which, in most cases, we fear, will not 
| be alleviated by any proud recollection of the beneficent use 
they made of their privileges when permitted to enjoy them. 

We refrain from speculating on the bearing which the great 
event of the morrow will have upon social, commercial, political. 
moral, and religious development in Russia, In truth, any 
speculation on the subject must be merely imaginative, and 
therefore practically worthless, No human mind can foresee 
the forms of beauty, wealth, or power into which this vast 
change will eventually expand, Let it suffice that, in the long 
run, a right act cannot but be followed by right consequences, 
But we cannot conclude these observations without adverting to 
the singular coincidence that on the 4th of March, the day after 
the emancipation of the serfs in Russia, Mr. Lincoln, the repre- 
sentative of the national will on the question of slavery in 
America, will be inaugurated as President of the United States, 
What an agreement, and yet what a contrast, is thus suggested by 
the East and by the West! In all parts of the world, and under 
every modification, forced servitude is felt to be a national curse 
wherever it is sanctioned, And where it has once struck its roots 
how difficult it is to eradicate it! Would that the prospects of 
President Lincoln were as bright as are those of the Emperor 
Alexander! The enormity with which the former has to deal is 
of deeper hue than that which is about to be crushed by the 
latter, and the struggle in the one case is proportionably fiercer 
than in the other; but, spite of all appearances to the contrary, 
spite of disruption, spite even of civil war, if civil war there 
should be, we believe that in America, as in Russia, the rights 
of humanity will in the end obtain recognition, and the world, 
both East and West, will be compelled to acknowledge that man 
can have no property in his fellow-man, 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE, 

The Commi:tee of the Senate has adopted the project of address in 
reply to the opening speech of the peror. This address con- 
gratulates the Emperor upon his decree of Nov. 24, and upon his 
foreign policy. It continues thus:—“In reference to the affairs of 
Italy, two interests which the Emperor wished to reconcile have clashed 

nst each other. The liberty of Italy isin conflict with the Court 
of Rome, Your Majesty's Government has done everything to arrest 
this conflict, and all equitable ways have been opened. You have onl 
hesitated before the employ of force.” The address pronounces itself 
in favour of non-intervention, and says :—“ Italy should not agitate 
Europe by the exercise of her liberty, and should remember that the 
Catholic world has intrusted to her the Head of the Church, the 
highest representative of moral force. But our most steadfast hope is 
in your tutelary hand and in your filial affection for the holy cause, 
which your Majesty will not confound with the cause of intrigues 
which assume its disguise.” The Senate does not heaitate to give its 
most entire adhesion to all the acts of the Government :—“ As regards 
the future, we shall continue to place our confidence in the Monarch 
who shelters the Pa beneath the French flag, who has assisted it 
in all its trials, and constituted himself the most vigilant and faith- 
ful sentinel of Rome and the Pontifical Government.” 

A project of address was read on Wednesday in the Corps Legislatif. 
The following is a summary of its contents :—The address expresses 
the thanks of the Deputies on account of the Imperial decree of 
November, applauds the policy of the Government in the interior, and 
expresses hopes for the maintenance of peace, The address then con- 
tinnes :—“ We hope that the humane mission which France has fual- 
filled in Syria will be maintained. We a ve the ss which your 
Majesty has followed in Italy, The late diplomatic documents and the 
recent despatch of troops to Rome have given proofs of your constant 
efforts to ensure the security of the Papacy, and have preserved its 
temporal power as much as the force of circumstances and the resist- 
ance of the Papal Government to wise counsels have allowed. In thus 
acting your Majesty has completely responded to the religious senti- 
ments and the — traditions of France. As regards the future 
the Corps Legisiatif entirely relies on your Majesty's wisdom, being: 
convinced that you will “9 > be guided b: 
the same feelings, without allowing yourself to be discourag 
injustice you have experienced, and which distressed us.”

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THE position into which the church-rate question has been 
forced is a peculiar one. The Conservative party have decreed 
the rejection of any bill for the total abolition of these rates to 
be a condition precedent to any plan which any one may have 
projected for what is called the settlement of the matter. To 
this end they have made this essentially a party question, and, 
with every possible diligence and using every influence, they col- 
lected their whole available force in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday last. Looking to the original Liberal majority at 
the commencement of the present Parliament and the somewhat 
remarkable loss of seats to that party which have occurred in 
several elections since, it was deemed by no means an improba- 
bility that the second reading of Sir John Trelawny’s simple 
bill would have been rejected by a small number of votes, The 
House was arrayed with all the pretension of a regular party 
field-day, and the discussion was mainly confined to leading 
members on either side; and it is but fair to say that the 
quality of the debate was equal to the occasion, It was a 
spectacle rare nowadays to witness the Opposition tumultu- 
ously, almost ecstatically, applauding Mr. Gladstone, speak- 
ing from the Treasury bench against a measure which one 
of his chief colleagues almost as emphatically supported ; 
but, with this exception, the supporters of the bill were true 
to their colours; and, exhibiting a unity and an organisation 
in which those who compose the Liberal body in Parliament 
have of late been rather deficient, the result was, as is well 
known, a majority of fifteen in favour of the second reading. 
As the House of Commons is now constituted, that number, as 
nearly as can be, represents the actual difference between the 
two partics, and therefore it may be taken as a decisive 
expression of the opinion of the majority of the Lower House. 
So far the success was complete ; for not only was the Opposition 
foiled in its expectation of actually defeating the bill, but the 
utmost sanction that could be given to its enactment was 
afforded in a contest in which the relative strength of the two 
conflicting sections of the House was fairly tried. But the 
number fifteen, taken pure and simple, is of course small, and it 
is certain to be accepted in its most primitive sense by the 
House of Lords hereafter, and it will supply the usual justifi- 
cation for the throwing out of the measure by that assembly. 
It will be necessary, therefore, to use all means to increase the 
Liberal majority on the subsequent stages of the bill. It will 
not be possible to add to the positive numbers of those who 
support the measure, and all that is left is to endeavour to reduce 
the numbers of its opponents, It is at least doubtful whether 
the Conservative party can or will be “whipped up” in such 
force as was displayed on Wednesday last; but it would be 
unwise to trust to that contingency. Steps should be taken to 
demonstrate the opinion of the country on this subject im so 
unmistakable a manner as to compel some and to induce others 
of the Opposition to withdraw the countenances of their votes on 
any future division, There is a regular and constitutional mode 
of bringing public opinion to bear on members of Parliament, 
and that is by the presentation of petitions. It is to be observed 
that up to Wednesday last something like 13,000 petitions had 
been presented this Session against the abolition of church 
rates, while only one had found its way into the House in favour 
of the bill for doing away absolutely with that impost. If those 
who have the charge of this measure desire to send it up to the 
Lords in an unquestionable shape, they would do well not to 
press it on in the Commons with undue precipitancy, and to 
take means to have petitions in its favour poured in with that 
continuous flow which has more than once swamped and utterly 
submerged a measure obnoxious to the liberal feeling of the 
country, It is the only ostensible, as it is the only legitimate, way 
of dictating to Parliament, 

Except the church-rate debate, there has not been much 
Parliamentary conflict; but the Commons have been very 
profitably engaged in considering the Bankruptcy Bill in 
Committee, and much progress has been made, The bill for 
distributing the four forfeited seats has been read a second 
time ; but this does not pledge its supporters to details ; and, as 
matter of course, everybody has a word to say in behalf of the 
population of his own district, Sudbury clamours that she is 
penitent, and ought to be pardoned, or at least half pardoned ; 
but St, Albans submits to her doom in sullen silence, The 
offending boroughs may soon have companions in misfortune. 
An interesting slave-trade debate, in the course of which Lord 
Palmerston spoke strongly and almost bitterly of the dishonour- 
able conduct of Spain in reference to the question, has diversified 
prosaic business, Mr. Duncombe has given notice of a motion 
to the effect that, as soon as the Census shall have numbered 
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the people, a reform measure ought to follow. Apropos of which 
Census, the time is approaching, and it is to be hoped that all 
intelligent people will do their best to impress upon the minds 
of others—of whom there are a good many—that the process is 
not a Government whim, or a hostile proceeding, but that it isa 
means of obtaining invaluable sanatory information. At the 
time of the last Census there was one ridiculous country Curate 
who declined to be counted on the ground that a Hebrew king 
had been punished for numbering his subjects, We wonder 
whether the numerator will find him, and, if so, whether he will 
be found in a more rational state of mind, If not, the unfor- 
tunate official will be in the position of the historical negro 
who, being asked by his master whether he had counted the 
pigs, replied that he had counted them all except one little black 
one, which ran about so fast that he could not be counted. “The 
fairer portion of creation” should be made aware that the 
authorities have the means of reference to the papers given in 
ten years ago, and that it may perhaps be as well for us not to 
be much younger in 1861 than we were in 1851. 

The vacancy created by the elevation of the Irish Attorney- 
General has been filled by a Conservative, Mr. Leader, who 
defeated Mr. Roche by more than two to one ; and Mr. Scully 
has a Tory colleague in the representation of the county of Cork. 
Among the reasons which are assigned for this victory is the 
allegation that the Roman Catholics of Cork are dissatisfied with 
the anti-Papal tendencies of Government. If so, it is a some- 
what Hibernian revenge to seat a gentleman whose votes will 
be invariably registered with those of Mr, Newdegate and Mr, 
Spooner. 

King of Italy. Such is the proud title which has now been 
formally conferred upon Victor Emmanuel by a vote of the 
Senate at Turin. A vote can hardly be called other than unani- 
mous when 129 were on one side, and on the other 2, probably 
Republicans. What was superciliously called the dream of 
Italian unity bids marvellously fair to become historical truth. 
If the gallant soldier who has won such a distinction be not 
exactly all that fancy would have pictured in the first Sovereign 
of the glorious peninsula, he is a brave and patriotic man, with 
wisdom enough to be guided by wise counsellors, and in the fact 
that he is beloved from one end of Italy to the other is the proof 
that he is one of the very few Monarchs of the day who really 
reign by Divine right. We presume that one of his earliest steps 
will be to accredit an Ambassador of Italy to our Court, and 
nowhere will the representative of order and freedom be so 
welcome, The doings of the fallen tyrant should scarcely come 
into such a paragraph, unless by way of foil. Francis is still in 
Rome, and his very mendacious account of the fall of Gaeta con- 
trasts well with the dignified address in which Cialdini calls on the 
Italians to join in mourning the dead and to forget all enmities, 
The soldier of Victor Emmanuel, he says, conquers and pardons, 
Italy will construct the antithesis, remembering whose scldiers 
do not conquer, but murder, 

President Lincoln will be inaugurated on Monday, and, 
meantime, has made a brief and pregnant speech, in which he 
disclaims the ideas of “invasion” and “ coercion,” bat has a 
definite theory as to the right and duty of the Federal Govern- 
ment to seize its own ports and its own arsenals, wherever they 
may happen to be situate, This intimation sounds very sig- 
nificantly ; and in about a fortnight the arrival of American 
mails will be watched with a painfully-increased interest. We, 
however, continue to hope that a fratricidal contest may be 
averted by the wisdom and forbearance of the new President,

INSANE WARDS IN CHANCERY.—The LORD CHANCELLLOR laid on the table 
a bill to provide for the better management of lunatic wards in Chaacery and 
the disposition of their property. The bill was read a first time. 

SyRia.—Lord STRATFORD DE REDCLIFFE moved for the production of papers 
connected with the recent events in Syria, with regard to which no information 
had been laid before Parliament.

He urged that Turkey might be stimulated 
and assisted in making such reforms in her system of governmont as might 
yet preserve her as an independent empire.—Lord WODEHOUSE said that the 
Government was anxious to afford every ni information to Parliament, 
but in the present juncture of the Syrian question it was not consistent with 
their duty to produce the papers and correspondence asked for, especially as the 
Conference of the great Powers had not concluded its sittings, but had only 
adjourned. He stated that the intervention of the foreign Powers in Syria 
had been without effect, while the officials sent by the Porte had taken the 
requisite steps for ad punishment to the guilty, difficult as it was to 
discriminate accurately who were and who were not offenders. With regard

which could be settled in Committee.—Mr. BAXTER no objection to the 
second reading, but wished to state that the claims of Scotland to one of the 
seats was paramount, and he trusted that a motion would be made in Com-

DEFICIENCY OF THE LAST HARVEST.—On the order of the for going 
into Committee of Supply, Mr. CAIRD called the attention of the House to the 
serious deficiency of last harvest, and the consequent necessity for increased 
economy in the public expenditure. There had been not only a great falling 
off in the corn crops, but also a considerable failure in the potatoe crop. He 
regretted that steps had not been taken long since to procure something like 
accurate returns of the production of the various cereal crops at the close of 
the harvest, the absence of which deprived him of any p data at the 
present moment. From the best sources of information he was to procure he 
believed it would be found that the deficiency of the last harvest in was 
no less than 36 per cent less than the average returns of the preceding five years. 
In Scotland, however, the harvest had been considerably better. In Lreland the 
state of things had been as disastrous as in England. Generally speaking, 
they were the worst crops that had been known in the United Kingdom since 
the years 1846 and 1847. Happily, since the introduction of free trade, this 
country wes enabled to supply her wants from a much wider field than it 
possessed before ; but the expense attendant upon the cultivation of the soil 
was much augmented in consequence of the advance in the amount of wages 
which had accompanied the operation of free trade. Whilst, then, 
there was no reason for the slightest alarm for our our supplies, it was obvious 
that we must be prepared to mect a much greater outlay than for several 
years before. The total amount of importations this year, and during the 
last six months, as compared with the corresponding period in the five previous 
last year, was something like £12,200,000 in excess of what our wants 
heretofore been. He felt, indeed, he should not be far wrong if he put down 
a gross expenditure of from £16,000,000 to £20,900,000 for our supolies 
beyond that of last year. Considering all those facts, he submitted that the 
Government onght to have exercised greater cconomy in their Estimates of the 
present year than they had shown.

the conciliatory conduct of the Druses, and entirely deprecated the armed 
interference of the French. The Turkish Government ought to have been 
called upon to put down the disturbances, and it would have done so. In 
fact, the disturbances were all at an end before the French troops arrived there. 
Hle drew a strong contrast between the conduct of the Druses and the 
Maronites, and contended that the whole of the disturbances had their origin in 
the interference of foreign missionaries, foreign bishops, and foreign consuls, 
The Christian Bishops after the massacres asked the Maronites how many Druse 
lives would satisfy - who and they made the extraordinary demand for the lives 
of 4000 men ont of a population of 8000; and, upon remonstrance, could 
not be induced to lower their demand below 1200.

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FORT MOULTRIE, 


THERE are three forts in Charleston harbour— 
namely, Castle Pinkney, Fort Moultrie, and Fort 
Sumter. The first two are in possession of the 
authorities of South Carolina. At the time of 
the outbreak Major Anderson was in command of 
Fort Moultrie, with a handful of men, while Fort 
Sumter, a much stronger and commanding 
his own, was without defence. On Christmas night 
last Major Anderson spiked his guns, and removed 
his men to Fort Sumter, thus securing himself a 
far stronger position. 

Fort Moultrie is situated on Sullivan’s Island, 
as shown in the Plan of Charleston Harbour given 
in our Number for the 9th of February last. It 
is an inclosed water battery, having a front on the 
south, or water side, of about 300 feet, and a depth 
of about 240 feet. It is built with salient and re- 
entering angles on all sides, and is admirably 
adapted for defence, either from the attack of a 
storming party fo | regular approaches. The 
outer and inner w are of brick, capped with 
stone, and filled in with earth, making a solid 
wall fifteen or sixteen feet in thickness. The 
work now in a consists in cleanin 
the sand from the ; ditching it around, an 
erecting a glacis ; closing up the postern-gates in 
the east and west walls; and, instead, cutting 
sallyports, which lead into strong outworks 
on the south-east and south-west angles, in which 12-pounder 
howitzer guns will be placed, enabling the garrison to sweep the 
ditch on three sides with grape and canister. The north-west 
angle of the fort has also been strengthened by a bastionette, 
to sustain the weight of a heavy gun which will command the 
main street of the island. The main entrance has also been better 
secured, and a trapdoor, two feet square, cut in the door for ingress and 
egress, At this time the height of wall, from the bottom of the 
ditch to the top of the parapet, is twenty feet. The ditch is from 
twelve to fifteen feet wide at the base, and fifteen feet deep. The 
nature of the soil would not seem to admit of this depth being in- 
creased, quicksand having been reached in many places. The work 
on the south side is nearly finished. The counterscarp is substantiall 
built of plank, and spread with turf. The glacis is also finished. It 
is composed of sand, and covered with layers of loam and turf, all 
of which is firmly kept in place by the addition of sections of plank 
nailed to uprights sunk in the sand and crossing each other at right 
angles—making squares of about ten feet each. The purpose of the 
glacis, which is an inclined plane, is to expose an attacking party to 
the fire of the guns, which are so placed as to sweep it from the 
crest of the countersearp to the edge of the beach. On the north 
side all the wooden gun-cases have been placed close together on the 
ram apparently for the purpose of securing it against an esca- 
lade, but possibly as a screen for a battery of heavy guns. A good 
many men are engaged in clearing the ramparts of turf and earth, for 
the purpose of putting down a very ugly-looking arrangement, which 
consists of strips of plank four inches wide, one inch and a half thick, 
and six or eight feet long, sharpened at the point, and nailed down, so 
as to project about three feet horizontally from the top of the walls. 
A noticeable fact in the bastionettes is the haste in which one of them 
has been built. The one completed is formed of solid masonry. In con- 
structing the other, however, a framework of plank has been sub- 
stituted. Against the inside of this wooden outwork loose bricks 
have been placed. Both bastionettes are armed with a small car- 
ronade and a howitzer pointed internally, so as to command the whole 
intervening moat by a cross fire. , 








DESTRUCTION OF THE NORTH WING OF THE 
CRYSTAL PALACE, 
THE severe gale of Wednesday and Thursday last week raged with 
fae violence at Sydenham, and, as we reported in our town edition of 
turday last, destroyed a t part of the north wing of the Crystal 
Palace. The following is the official rt of the occurrence forwarded 
to us by the secretary :—“I regret to have to inform you that during 
the gale, which raged here with such excessive violence, between six 
and seven last evening (the 21st), the square block which formed the

termination of the north wing of the palace was blown down, carrying 
with it a portion of the corridor which led to it, and in which the 
poultry shows have been recently held. Both block and corridor were 
empty, with the exception of a few garden seats and trestles stowed 
there during the winter. No personal injury has taken place, nor has 
anything been dam except the shell of that portion of the structure 
above mentioned. The main building and the ovher portions of the 
company’s property are entirely uninjured. I may add that the block 
in question and its compagion at the opposite end of the terrace were 
originally designed to carry the tanks for playing some of the fountains, 
But this idea having been at an early period abandoned, the upper 
story remained without the weight intended to steady it, and was, 
therefore, more subject to the action of the wind. The south block was 
reduced in height last year, when it was added to the refreshment 
department, and it was in the contemplation of the directors to do the 
same by the other. It appears that the wind must have first taken the 
upper part of the blcck, and that this in its fall brought down the adjoin- 
ing corridor ; but, asthe accident happened after the closing of the build- 
ing, no precise particulars are known as to the manner of its occurrence.” 
The following is the Times account of the accident :—“ During all 
Thursday the wind blew over the hills at Norwood with extraordinary 
fierceness full against the front of the facing towards London. 
That it was more violent here than in other suburban districts is 
evidenced by the broken branches of trees, the ings, and even 
garden walls blown down in the neighbourhood. But, although the 
pressure of the gale upon the whole surface of the palace must have 
amounted in the aggregate to several thousand tons, not the smallest 
perceptible effect was produced upon it, and, as we have stated, not a 
single pane of glass was broken. All stood well till about half-past 
seven o'clock on Thursday night, when, during one of the fearful gusts 
which then swept over the hill, some men in the carpenters’ room heard 
a little crashing of glass and iron, and immediately ran out on to 
the terrace garden. In another minute, with an appalling crash, the 
huge tower at the end of the north wing fell over among some trees, 
and lay smashed into millions of fragments on the ground. In the 
course of twoor three minutes more the rest of the wing went, by 
thirty or forty yards at a time, till a total length of about one hundred 
and ten yards strewed the earth, a mere mass of splinters of glass, 
wood and iron. Anything more complete than the destruction it would 
be difficult to imagine. e appearance of the ruin rather suggests 
that every part of the building has been carefully broken into small 
pieces than that it has been merely blown down, A tremendons explo- 
sion could not possibly have shattered the place more effectually. ‘The 
woodwork is all in small pieces, the cast-iron columns are broken up 
like glass, and the tie-rods twisted and torn into every shape.” An

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THE LOSS OF CAPT. BOYD OF THE 
AJAX. 


In addition to the Illustration given last week of 
the terrible scene at Kingstown, Bay of Dublin, 
during the gale of the 9th ult., we now give 
another, the most distressing incident 
of the many ones which then occurred— 


colliers—the Industry and Neptune, of White- 
haven—were labouring at the back of the East 
Pier, eg | struggling stoutly against a 
raging sea, which every moment brought them 
nearer to their doom. erceiving the imminent 
peril of the vessels, in Boyd, Lieutenant 
Marnell, and about one hundred of the crew of 
the Ajax, landed from that vessel and proceeded 
to render all the aid in their power. The vessels 
came on and were smashed on the rocks, The 
shrieks of those on board were heard high above 
the tempest. Ropes were thrown towards them, 
but they were driven back with the force of the 
storm. A mortar was used to throw a line, but 
it was utterly useless, the wind being too strong. 
Some of Captain Boyd’s men procured ropes, 
lashed themselves with them, and plun into 
the surf, to endeavour to get on board either of the ill-i vessels, 
but the sea was too powerful. Captain Boyd saved a few of his 
own men from death by pulling them out of the surf. At last, a 
tremendous sea struck the of the breakwater — which Captain 
me and a number of his men were standing, hing them with 
violence against the rocks. When the waves receded it was ascertained 
by those who had escaped that their gallant commander and five men 
had been washed away by it.” The names of the men of the Ajax 
who have been lost are as follow:—John Cully, Thomas Murphy, 
Alexander Forsyth, James Johanson, and John Russell, and four of their 
bodies have been recovered. The body of Capt. Boyd was found on 
Monday at the back of the East Pier. Captain Boyd leaves a wife and 
several children to deplore his fate. The flag of the Ajax and the fi 
of the other ships in harbour were on Sunday hoisted half-mast high in 
respect to the memory of the departed officer. Fifteen of the Ajax’s 
crew have been on the sick list from injuries received in the attempt to 
save the men of the wrecked vessels, Many of them were severely 
cut on the head and face, and not a few had their ribs broken. His 
Excellency the Lord Lieutenant, as soon as news of the disaster 
was communicated to him, repaired to Kingstown, and called at Mrs, 
Boyd's house to express his sorrow for this great loss. 

numerous and highly-influential meeting was held yesterday 
week at the Mansion House, Dublin, for the purpose of adopting 
suitable means of erecting a testimonial to the memory of the late 
Captain Boyd, of the Ajax, whose melancholy fate has excited such 
general sympathy. The chair was taken by the Lord Mayor. Reso- 
lutions were passed to the effect that the citizens of Dublin, impressed 
with a deep sense of the noble and gallant conduct of the late Captain 
Beyd and five of the brave sailors of her Majesty’s ship Ajax, who, on 
the 9th ult., sacrificed their lives in the endeavour to save those of 
their fellow-creatures, feel it their duty to perpetuate the recollection 
of the gallant deed, and, accordingly, that a memorial commemorative 
of their gallantry be erected as near as possible to the spot where the 
sad disaster occurred. Expressions of sympathy were also tendered to 
Mrs. Boyd for the loss she — sustained by the calamity. 

A correspondent of the 7'imes, in a letter from Dublin dated the 16th 
ult., pays the following tribute of respect to the memory of the late 
Captain Boyd :—“ The storm which swept so furiously over the whole 
of our eastern coast, and has strewn the shore between Drogheda and 
Skerries with thirty wrecks, raged most wildly in the Bay of Dublin. 
During a blinding storm of fnow and sleet a vessel made a desperate 
attempt to enter Kingstown harbour, but the gale fairly lifted her out 
of the sea, and dashed her upon the pier. Helpless men were seen for 
a moment struggling amid the broken timbers and floating cargo. 
Captain Boyd, of her Majesty's ship Ajax, picked out a number of his 
crew, and with them strove to wrest whom he could from death. 
Anxious only for the safety of others, unmindful of their own, these
